U. S. Hands Tied 
Unfortunately the American gov 
em inent has Its hands tied just 
now because congress Is not in 
session and there is no provision 
In law whereby reciprocity can be 
granted. To pass an amendment 
to the Fordney 
McCumber act, 
which would give power to negro 
tiate reciprocity agreement, would 
open up the question of trade 
agreements. Some countries, like 
Canada, would be very glad. In­ 
deed, to have th# United States re 
open the reciprocity question and 
there ars signs that Europe as 
whole would look with favor on n 
readjustm ent even to a small ex­ 
tant of existing tariff schedules 
It so happens that there are ele­ 
ments In tbs Republican 
party, 
particularly in the banking world, 
who feel th at tariff readjustm ent 
to essential if Europe is to pay 
w ar debts to the United States. 
President Coolidge has never sym 
pa th ired with this view, but has 
stood steadfastly on the high pro­ 
tection theory, namely, that wages 
and industry would be disturbed 
lf tariff rate# were lowered.

also has argued that on most of 
th# things which Europe sells to 
the United States there is vir 
tually b o tariff and that conc##' 
slims on those articles which E u­ 
rope would like to sell to Ameri­ 
ca would only disturb American 
Industry.

BITTLE EXCISE 
TIX ON CIRS 


Organised motordom, under the 
leadership of the 980 motor clubs 
constituting the American Auto­ 
mobile association, moved in a de­ 
termined fashion today to secure 
the repeal of the remaining three 
per cent excise tax on passenger 
cera In tho forthcoming session of 
congress. 
Declaring that the tax la burden­ 
some, discriminatory, unnecessary 
and archaic. Thomas P. Henry, 
president of the A. A. A., called 
on all the unite of the national 
motoring 
body 
throughout 
the 
eountry to bring to th# attention 
of their representatives in congress 
the Insistent demand of tbs motor­ 
ists of the nation that they be re­ 
lieved of the burden of the federal 
excise tax a t the earliest possible 
moment. 
The 
reasons 
why 
congress 
should repeal the tax were sum­ 
marized by the A. A. A. executive 
as follows: 
"First, the repeal of this tax 
would benefit the greatest num­ 
ber of taxpayers, since it ie now 
falling on approximately 1,780,000 
people, ae compared with 1,800,000 
people who are subject to income 
tax Incidence. 
"Second, it Is a needless super­ 
tax on motorists as a class, sines 
there is ample evidence that th# 
government no longer naada this 
revenue. 
"Third, the tax ie discrimina­ 
tory In that it continues the war 
levy on a single product which has 
already paid $1,060,000,000 to the 
federal government as a contribu­ 
tion on account of th# world war. 
To single out and penalise one 
product while every other prod­ 
uct, with tho sole exception of 
revolvers, bears to excise tax, ta 
thoroughly inequitable. 
"Fourth, the tax now constitutes 
a peace-time levy on one essential 
mode of transportation, while all 
other forme of transportation and 
communication have already besa 
relieved of this war impost. 
"Fifth, no other group of eitl- 
sens ta bearing as many forms of 
taxes or such burdensome taxes 
as are the car owners. 
In 1926 
the tax levy on them, including 
federal, state and municipal, was 
$712,000,000, and the only relief In 
sight at the moment is from the 
federal government which no longer 
needs the contribution It has been 
imposing on them."

Abl; ver to a tran sferee (the person 
to whom the car is transfered or 
•Old) entitled to the certificate of 
ownership, under th e provisions of 
the act shall be guilty of a m is­ 
demeanor, 
f H ere are 
the 
details and 
the 
•lain point® for m otorists to keep 
In m ind: W henever a car is sold 
from one person to another, both 
the buyer Bnd seller of the car 
should sign th e certificate of own­ 
ership in the space provided for 
their respective signatures on the 
certificate. T he certificate of ow n­ 
ership is the pink slip which is is­ 
sued to every legal owner of a 
car. 
On the bach of it are the 
spaces provided for signatures in 
case of transfer. 
The buyer should 
also w rite his address in the proper 
space, 
Then, w ithin IO days the buyer 
m ust send the certificate of own- 1 
erehip as well a s th e registration I 
card—be sure not to forget the lat­ 
ter—to the division of motor ve­ 
hicles. 
By 
the 
way, 
section 
31 
has 
been 
am ended to 
perm it a 
change of the designation "certifi­ 
cate of registration" or "registra­ 
tion certificate" to read "registra­ 
tion card.” 
The division will send new cer­ 
tificates to the new legal owner 
of the car and furtherm ore, the 
deal is not considered completely 
closed until such a tim e as the 
division forw ards these certificates. 
Keep the reg istratio n card In the 
car to which it refers, and keep 
the certificate of ow nership in some 
safe place as it is th e only recog­ 
nized Indication of ownership.

S sp t 17.—Many mod 
era girls pay excessive prices for 
the beauty preparations which are 
not really aids to beauty at all, 
according to John L. Liverseege, 
analyst to the City of Birmingham, 
who has been Investigating beauty 
parlor secrets. 
Liverseege found In the case of 
one face powder that the chief 
constituents were tale and sine 
oxide, qr carbonate, with 
alum, 
magnesia, and chalk also Included. 
One sample of a paste which cost 
30 cents for half an ounce differed 
little from lino ointment 
Another paste, about twice the 
strength of slno 
ointment, 
was 
priced at <0 cents for about an 
ounce. 
A cream for which the 
charge was SO cents 
an 
ounce 
contained 6 per cent of oxide of 
zlno with moisture, wax and rich 
starch. 
"In many cases,” declares Liver­ 
seege, "the articles were perfumed 
and daintily packed but the prices 
were excessive, and In some cases, 
at any rate, their value for the 
purposes indicated were problem­ 
atical.” 
Liverseege declares the 
modern 
craze for dancing to be responsi­ 
ble for the large increases in the 
production of "powder and paint” 
from which many manufacturers 
are making huge fortunes. 
"One of my Inspectors,” he says, 
"spent SS in purchasing IO sam­ 
ples of powder and paste which, 
except for the perfume and pack­ 
ing, could have been bought for 
less than a dollar.” 
Prominent London beauty spe­ 
cialists deny that huge fortunes 
are being made from the game. 
They declare that Liverseege must 
have conducted his investigations 
into the cheaper products 
only, 
which are put up by small manu­ 
facturers to satiate the working 
girls taste for cosmetics. 
The prices charged In the more 
up-to-date and expensive parlors, 
they assert, are reasonable when 
the cost of the various prepara­ 
tions used are taken Into

A husband will become homesick for a 
scolding wife and return to her because he cannot 
get along without his daily portion. 
We presume 
that we will soon reach the point where the ex­ 
treme heat and cold vail affect us as we have 
found that it did our f r i e n d s from the far 
West who returned to our Ohio home on s brief 
visit. We recall one, who had forgotten the char­ 
acter of our weather and who just landed from the 
Pacific coast, asking us on a hot day in July, “Is 
it always ss hot as this?" And when we replied 
that it was not, that it usually lasted that way 
for about three days and then got worse, he says 
“Well, I’m going back immediately."

We have experienced a num­ 
ber of times starting for a given point two days 
after we have mailed a letter and have reached 
the point just a few hundred miles away, a day be­ 
fore the letter was received.

It la a common superstition th a t more babies are 
bern in tho night tim e than In the day time, and 
hum orists constantly Indulge In facetious rem arks 
relative to the night calls made by the doctor. 
W hen an actual investigation of th* subject Is 
triad*, however, it la found th a t th* records vary but 
little from bour to hour in the course of a day. 
A study of 1084 births w as mad* in th* Queens 
Hospital of Honolulu, and a sim ilar study of 1000 
births a t the Lying-in H ospital of Chicago. 
In the form er eerie* out of 1084 births there 
were 843 during the day and S4* during the night: 
in the latter seriea o at of 1000 births there w ars 4*8 
in the day and 807 a t night. 
The largest num ber of babies born during any 
■ingle hour was from three to four in the morning, 
but th at number was only a few more than were 
born from nine to ten a t night and from eight to 
nine in the morning. 
Perhaps the difficulty Hee in the fact th a t the 
••w iee a t night places greater dem ands on th* 
hospital personnel than service in th* day tim* and 
that many cases carry over from on* period to the 
other. The night hours seem longer. 
Th* incident is illustrative of many others oc­ 
curring in the practice of medlcne. There ta prob­ 
ably no ether field of human knowledge in which 
there are so many unwarranted superstitions.

Kings 12:12-20.

After the glory of Solomon and 
the building of the temple comes 
the ignominy of Jeroboam’s folly 
m occasioning revolt In Israel and 
I the division of the kingdom. 
There is much to cause reflec- 
tlon in w hat is written in the rec­ 
ti' #rd and in all that one can read 
H between the lines. 
In the first 
place we are reminded that appar 
ently all th at was associated with 
th e glory of Solomon’s reign was 
so t in harm ony w ith the true glory 
♦f God. 
Too often even great and beau 
tifu l churches have arisen out of 
extortion and out of oppression of 
? the people who have lived a t their 
w ry doors. Can God take satisfac­ 
tion out of expensive houses elect­ 
ed ostensibly to his praise when the 
rn of love and righteousness 
neglected? 
Dissatisfaction Arises 
oppressions 
of 
Solomon's 
y not, of course, have 
associated with his groat 
building. 
There 


were many and expensive w ays In 
which Solomon revealed the power 
of his reign. 
It Is amazing how 
much oppression people will accept 
without rebellion, though they may 
murmur considerably, as long as 
there is associated with the op­ 
pression some element of prejudice 
and grandeur. 
When 
Solomon 
died, 
however, 
the smoldering dissatisfaction of 
the people came to a head and 
they immediately demanded that 
their burdens should be lightened. 
Jeroboam, who succeeded Solomon, 
consulted two groups of people as 
to what answer he should give 
these who besought him concern­ 
ing the nature of his rule. 
The old men whom he consulted 
advised him to accede to the de­ 
mands of the people and to estab­ 
lish his rule in good will by doing 
all that he could for the allevia­ 
tion of their burdens. 
The young 
men, however, advised him to as­ 
sert his kingly authority; in other 
words, to be a strong man and net 
show any weakness a t the begin­ 
ning of his reign by succumbing 
to popular demands. 
Jeroboam decided to follow the 
advice of the young men, so when 
the reprssentatives of the people 
cam s to rsceivs his reply, his a n ­ 


swer was, “My father did chastise 
you with whips, I will chastise you 
with scorpions.” 
Tyranny Its Own Felton 
The result was such as one would 
anticipate. 
All 
tyrannies 
carry 
within them the seeds of their 
downfall. 
Sooner or later they 
bring their Inevitable consequences. 
The people revolted against Jero­ 
boam, though two tribes continued 
loyal to the Davidie House and 
tradition. 
The ten tribes set up a 
separate kingdom with Rehoboam 
as their king. 
This kingdom was 
known aa the Northern Kingdom, 
or the Kingdom of Israel, whereas 
the other kingdom was known as 
the 
Southern 
Kingdom, 
or 
the 
Kingdom of Judah. 
Our lesson represents this divi­ 
sion of the kingdoms as brought 
about by Jehovah. We may possi­ 
bly take such a statem ent too lit­ 
erally just as men have taken too 
literally the idea th at kings and 
government are ordained of God. 
It is worth while, however, to note 
that this w riter in ancient Israel 
justified revolt in the nation and 
set upon it the seal of divine au ­ 
thority. 
Instead of that false and vain 
religion that has inculcated obedi­ 
ence to rulers, regardless of the 
worthiness of their rule, and th at 
has set a sort of divine authority 
upon kings and laws, we m ay well 
regard this representation of the 
revolt against injustice as a godly 
and worthy thing. 
Divinity of Right 
There is no such thing as divine 
right except the divinity of right. 
No formal prestige or power, no 
historic tradition or claim of au­ 
thority, can make a thing right 
th at is Inherently wrong. 
Men are slow, even In a democ­ 
racy, in grasping this simple yet 
profound truth which underlies all 
true life and government and which 
m ust be constantly recognized and 
acted upon if the true liberties and 
rights of the people are to be 
maintained. 
There is a tendency in America 
today to attach to law th at claim 
of divine right th at formerly in 
older communities was attached to 
kings. 
No true citizen will mini­ 
mize the importance of the law, but 
it is a profound mistake to demand 
from people obedience to law simp­ 
ly because a thing is law. 
It Is the rightfulness of law that 
ought to be emphasized, with this 
fact always In mind, that where 
the chosen representatives of a 
democracy have made laws, that 
in Itself constitutes a certain right­ 
fulness of the law until It is re­ 
pealed, unless the law la inherent­ 
ly repugnant to conscientious con­ 
victions of right. 
W here such conscientious con­
